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GM Awards Grant to University 


A $28,500 grant to conduct 
analytical studies of acoustic 
absorption in vehicle interiors has 
been awarded by General Motors 
Corporation to The University of 
Alberta. 

The presentation was made to 
P.F. Adams, the University’s Dean 
of Engineering, by Dr. Mounir M. 
Kamal, head of the Engineering 
Mechanics Department of the 
General Motors Research Labor- 
atories. 

The one-year renewal grant will 
be used by A. Craggs, a Professor 
in the Department of Mechanical 
Engineering, to continue his 
research on acoustic absorption. 
Dr. Craggs is well known for his 
work in computer modelling using 
the finite element analysis method, 
and has broad experience in 
applying this type of modelling to

automotive noise problems. For 
the past six years he has served as 
a consultant to the General 
Motors Research Laboratories in 
Warren, Michigan. 

Dr. Cragg’s modelling studies 
will complement experimental and 
modelling work which is being 


continued at GM Research. 

“New passenger car designs 
using lightweight materials and 
more stringent government regula- 
tions limiting noise levels in 
truck and locomotive cabs have 
increased the need to control noise 
generated by these vehicles”, Dr. 


Kamal explained. “One aspect of 
the vehicle noise problem requir- 
ing additional research is the 
control of noise in passenger 
compartments through the use of 
absorptive materials. Knowledge 
of absorptive materials and 
structures also is required for 
improving the design of auto- 
motive mufflers.” 

A native of England, where he 
obtained his bachelor’s and 
doctoral degrees, Dr. Craggs 
worked at the Motor Industries 
Research Association and at the 
Institute of Sound and Vibration 
Research in England before 
moving to The University of 
Alberta at Edmonton in 1969. 
He has authored several publica- 
tions on the application of finite 
element modelling to automotive 
acoustics. [1] 


Associate Vice-President Appointed 


In the 31 July issue of Folio 
President Horowitz stated that, 
inter alia, Associate Vice- 
Presidents would be appointed to 
assist Vice-Presidents Baldwin and 
Phillips. The first appointment 
which became effective on 

1 September 1980, is that of 

R.D. Bercov to the position of 
Associate Vice-President (Aca- 
demic). Dr. Bercov, Professor of 
Mathematics, succeeds W.F. Allen 
who has assumed the position of 
Associate Vice-President (Finance 
and Administration). 

A native Edmontonian, Dr. 
Bercov was granted a BSc 
(Honors) by The University of 
Alberta in 1959 and a PhD by the 
California Institute of Technology 
in 1962. This time frame is also 
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significant to Dr. Bercov in that 
he received the Governor 
General’s Gold Medal (1959), a 


Woodrow Wilson Fellowship 
(1959-60), and a General Electric 
Fellowship (1961-62). 

After a year as a Research 
Associate at Cornell University, 
he returned to The University of 
Alberta as an Assistant Professor 
of Mathematics. He was appointed 
Associate Professor in 1967 and 
full Professor in 1974. Dr. Bercov 
was Visiting Associate Professor 
at the University of Washington in 
1969 and held the same status at 
the California Institute of 
Technology in 1971-72. 

He served as Vice-President of 
the Canadian Mathematical 
Society from 1975 to 1977 and as 
Chairman of its Publications 
Committee in 1977-78. From 1970 
to 1974, he was Editor-in-Chief of 


the Canadian Mathematical Bulle- 
tin. Dr. Bercov is very much 
aware of the workings of the 
Association of the Academic Staff, 
University of Alberta, having 
served as that body’s President in 
1975-76. In the words of Vice- 
President Baldwin, “Dr. Bercov 
will bring to our circle an 
impressive analytical and problem- 
solving ability and (as ex- 
President of the AASUA and the 
Canadian Association of Univer- 
sity Teachers) a highly developed 
insight into the attitudes and 
needs of academic staff. In 
addition, he has had the 

most recent and therefore current 
experience of any of us in central 
administration in full-time teach- 
ing and research activity.” 1

A Global Information Network 
The International Referral System for 
Sources of Environmental Information 
(INFOTERRA) is a world-wide 
network which assists organizations and 
individuals in locating sources of 
technical, scientific, and decision- 
oriented information in the environmen- 
tal field. It operates as a decentralized 
network incorporating existing national 
and international information services 
and systems. 

The network consists of a co- 
ordinating office at the headquarters of 
the United Nations Environment Pro- 
gram (UNEP) in Nairobi, Kenya, and 
an international grid of government- 
designated National Focal Points. The 
INFOTERRA office at UNEP, the 
Program Activity eCntre, also acts as a 
focal point for international agencies 
and non-governmental organizations. 

INFOTERRA was created by UNEP 
following the United Nations Con- 
ference on the Human Environment, 
Stockholm, in June 1972. Conceived as 
the information exchange component of 
Earthwatch, UNEP’s program for the 
critical assessment of the global 
environment, INFOTERRA became 
operational in 1977. It is able to 
respond to the information needs of 
users in all countries. Its ultimate 
object is better environmental manage- 
ment throughout the world. 

National Focal Points identify sources 
of environmental information in each 
country, region, and sector and feed 
data on these into the INFOTERRA 
International Directory of Sources 
which is published periodically by 
UNEP and distributed throughout the 
network, Each National Focal Point 
consults the International Directory in 
referring users to sources of environ- 
mental information around the world. 

The duties of the Canadian National 
Focal Point are shared between the 
Intergovernmental Affairs Directorate 
of Environment Canada and the 
Department’s Library Service; with 
operational services centred in the 
Jatter. In addition to performing 
INFOTERRA services, the National 
Focal Point updates and publishes a 
Directory of Canadian Environmental 
Experts.
